With the arrival of the Nor- 
wegian vessel Fruen Tuesday 
night the Da Vinci resumed her 
voyage to New York, the Coast 
Guard said. 


The Fruen radioed she would 


stand by the Ambassador, but 
that she didn't believe she could 
do anything for the freighter's 
crew during the night because 
of the high seas.

Intervention

NICOSIA, Cyprus 
(AP) - 


President Makarios declared to- 
day that if Turkey intervened 
in the Cyprus crisis "we would 
resist" and would accept aid 
from any quarter. 


In an 
interview, 
Makarios 


told The Associated Press he 
was deeply concerned about the 
bloodshed between Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots who want Tur- 
key to intervene. 


"I think that the Turks (Cy- 


priots) have in mind that by 
creating trouble they will suc- 
ceed in their separatists plans, 
of course with the help of An- 
kara," he said. 


He emphasized that in resist- 


ing any Turkish intervention 
"we would ask the (U.N.) Se- 
curity council to step in and 
we would appeal to all coun- 
tries to assist us. We would ac- 
cept any assistance." 


In 
speaking

plans, he referred to the insist- 
ence by the Turkish. Cypriots 
minority on partition of Cyprus. 


"The threat of intervention is 


always a great encouragement 
for the Turkish Cypriots to in- 
sist their separatist aims," he 
said. 


The Greek Cypriot arch bish- 


op sat behind a desk at the pres- 
idential palace, relaxed despite 
the violence that has occurred 
on the island since last Decem- 
ber . 


Makarios also said his govern- 


ment would be "very happy to 
get rid of the treaties of guaran- 
tee and alliance concluded when 
the island won independence in 
1960." 


He said the Turkish Cypriots 


will insist on partitioning the is- 
land as long as they think Tur- 
key will intervene. 


Turkey, Greece and Britain 


have rights of intervention un- 
der the treaty of guarantee. 


"In other words the root of 


the evil is to be found in the 
treaties Makarios c o n t i n u e . 
"They contain the source of 
conflicts and troubles on Cy- 
prus," he said.

Dear Dr. Brothers: My hus- 


band and I find that we enjoy 
a drink or two so much that 
we've began to worry about 
it. Every meal has become a 
festive occasion with the help of 
a cocktail before dinner, and 
wine during dinner. But some- 
how, we don't quite approve of 
ourselves. The more we enjoy 
our drinking, the guiltier, we 
seem to feel about tills drink at 
the end of the day. Dr. Broth- 
ers, are we becoming alcohol- 
ics? -M. M 


Dear M.M. Eminent doctors 


have recently concluded drinks 
before and during dinner may 
be quite good for you. 


A new explanation of alcohol 


and it's efi'ects has emerged 
from a symposium held at the 
University of California Medical 
Center. The consensus seemed 
to be that in the case of the per- 
son who is not nurotic, but in 
danger of becoming so, alcohol 
in proper doses was the best 
prescription. It could help him 
live a happy, cheerful, one hun- 
dred years. 


But to a person already neuro- 


tic, alcohol was dangerous. Dr. 
Leon Greenberg of Yale report- 
ed that he'd been expermmnting 
with white rats, trying to make 
them 
neurotic by 
subjecting 


them to special noises that af- 
fect them in the way that finger- 
nails on blackboards affected 
humans. 


A couple of animalsize cock- 


tails seemed to help keep the 
white 
rats 
from, 
becoming 


neurotic. But when given to an- 
imals who had already been 
made neurotic, the drinks were 
disastrous. They became con- 
firmed alcoholics. 


Dr. William Dock explained 


how alcohol prevents neurosis. 
It makes one's troubles, physi- 
cal or emotional, seem less 
alarming. It allows a person to 
consider his problems with de- 
tached sympathy. He is not all 
wrapped up in the way he feels, 
but has an objective, removed 
attitude thai he has toward the 
troubles of others. The attitude, 
so dangerous for the automobile 
driver, is most helpful when 


we're worried about things that 
we can do very little about. 


Alcohol, the doctor seems to 


feel, is the safest, most avail 
able tranquilizer we have. 


These doctors also defended 


the cocktail party. To be effi- 
cient much of the time, Dr. 
Georgio Lolli declared, every 
man must have some time to 
be inefficient, and to recharge 
his batteries. The cocktail hour 
is a good hour of the day for 
inefficiency. Now, I'd like to 
emphasize 
that we're 
talking 


about one or two drinks. 


Drunkenness is "not" what 


the doctor ordered. Dr. Chaun- 


cey Leek put it this way: .05 
per cent alcohol in the blood, 
about one and a half moderate 
ly strong highballs, and a lady 
acts delightful and desirable. At 
0.1 per cent, she is daring and 
dolish. At 0.2 per cent, danger 
ous and disheveled. At 0.4 per 
cent, delirious and 
disgusting. 


At 0.6 per cent, dead drunk. 
And at 0.7 per cent, just dead. 


All in all, the doctors seem 


to feel that a drink a day keeps 
the doctor away, and that after 
a hard day's work, if a man and 
wife wish to relaxe with a drink 
before dinner, it's all to the 
good.

Faubus has said that he will 


not ask the upcoming special

"But if we can retain this 


revenue simply by enforcing a 
law already on the books, we 
may do that," Faubus said. 


The supervisors' office costs 


arc now paid with the poll tax, 
which 
last 
year 
brought in 


$633,000. 


If the old law is enforced as 


much as $1 million could be 
paid to the state yearly, since 
nearly all adults have to buy 
some kind of license. 


The law, enacted In 1929, also 


requires all government em- 
ployes to pay the poll tax be-

checks, and this provision has 
been e n f o r c e d through the 
years. Faubus said he didn't 
know if the poll tax-for-license 
renuirement was ever enforced.
